With a blinding flash 
lights all over the city were extin- 
guished, and as certain tests had to 
be made before the circuit was 
thrown in again a considerable de- 
lay in getting lights again followod. 
In other sections where transtorm- 
ers were burned out the lights were 
not turned on for a tanger periad, 
the rain meantime pelting down in 
solid sheets, 

At MeCauley school where Mayor 
Blatchford was talking when the 
lights went out, His Worghip cased 
the tension by declaring that he 


“couldn’t understand that. Bvcry 
word I've said is the truth”, A laugh 


followed and the mayor kept on 
talking in the darkness until lights 
were finally restored some half hour 
later, 

During the cloudburst which ac- 
companied the electrical disturbance 
1..0 inches of rain feli in the city, 
and from shortly after 6 o'clock 
Monday night until noon today the 
total precipitation was 1.24 inches. 

Electricians at fhe power plant 
stated that last night's clectrical 
storm was the woral experienced in 
years and that the lightning affect- 
ed a far wider area than usual.
